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AMENDMENTS TO THE DRAWINGS: 

The attached drawings include changes to FIGS. 2 and 3. The sheets containing FIGS. 
2 and 3 replace the original sheets including FIGS. 2 and 3. In FIGS. 2 and 3, the drawings 
have been updated to show how the display part is connected to the first engaging pipe. 
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REMARKS 

INTRODUCTION 

In accordance with the foregoing, claim 1 has been amended. Claims 1-29 and 32-33 
are pending and under consideration. 

ALLOWABLE SUBJECT MATTER 

On page 5, claims 3-16 and 24-27 have been allowed. 

Claims 20-22 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

EXAMINER INTERVIEW 

An in-person interview was held with Examiner Todd Epps, Examiner Joey Wujciak, and 
Lisa Kilday (Applicants' attorney) on January 18, 2007, wherein claim 1 and Figures 2 and 3 
were discussed.
